the extremely dry weather during

(From The Daytona Gazette-News) 
The only obstacle to the building of 


a tell bridge across the St. Johns river 
at Harden ferry (also known by sev- 
eral other names) was removed Sat- 
urday when the county commission- 
ers of Semlnole county granted to 
Michael Sholtz of Daytona a franchise 
to build and operate a bridge acrpgs 
the river. The franchise is substan- 
tially the same as granted to Mr. 
Sholtz by the commissioners of Vo- 
lusia county at their last regular meet- 
ing, except that the Semlnole commis 
sioners stipulated definitely that the 
night rates of toll shall be effective 
trom midnight until 5:00 in the morn- 
ing. 


The bridge Is to be completed with- 


in 18 months after the war department 
grants permission to construct, and, 
according to the e-ttoate of the men 
behind the project, will cost approxi- 
mately $25,000. 
Except the 100-foot 


long steel draw, the structure will be 
of wood, and is to be 24 feet in width. 
The river at Harden ferry Is slightly 
over 1500 feet wide. 


As a guarantee that he will comply 


with the terms of the franchise, Mr. 
Sholtz will give A bond in the sum of 
$1,000 to the commissioners bf Volu- 
sia and Semlnole counties each. 


County Commissioner J. D Maley, 


of this city, thinks the bridge cer- 
tainly will be ready for use by the 
public within 12 months, and that it 
is not improbable that it will be com- 
pleted by the end of next summer. 


All members of the Volusia county 


board of commissioners were present 
at the Semihole board's meeting.

Works on Coiregldor Almo*t at Im- 
pregnable M Gibraltar or Helgoland 


—Great Fortification* Which 


Guard National Capital.

Washington.—Since the war brok 


out in Europe much has been heard 
about Helgoland as an impregnabl 
fortress. In some statements it ha 
been said that next to Gibraltar, Hel 
goland is the hardest fortress nut t 
crack in the whole world. 


Now comes the United States t 


maintain that it has a fortress tha 
is not only not second to Helgolanc 
in strength, but perhaps not even to 
Gibraltar itself. Army and navy men 
seem to think that the fortress o 
Corregidor which guards the entrance 
to Manila id the Philippines can hoi 
off any of the world's forces and ah 
solutely prevent any possibility o 
successful attack on Manila by way o 
its immediate front. 


Corregidor only recently has been 


put into trim. Now it is understoo< 
that Its big guns are all manned and 
that soon it will have a trained forci 
of men equal to the occasion o 
working the weapons of offense for 
a period «s protracted as any war is 
likely to be. in some respects it is 
said Corregidor resembles Gibraltar 


Much has been written recently 


about the fortifications on the sea 
coasts of the continental United 
States During the discussions in the 
committees of congress on the sub 
ject of the military preparedness 01 
the United States it has been sale 
that our forts and our guns are all 
right, Dut that we have not men 
enough to man them. From the re- 
port of the chief of coast artillery 
General Weaver, it is apparent that 
what has been said just about sums 
up the situation. 
Congress it is ex- 


pected will provide men enough to 
man our guns, for otherwise we wiJ 
be in a position of having spent a lot 
of money for tools which we cannot 
use. 


In the year 1814 the British at- 


tacked Washington In order to reach 
this city today a foreign foe, unless 
it can land an army, will be compelled 
to run by the fortifications at the 
mouth of Chesapeake bay and by, oth- 
er fortifications which protect the 
reaches bf the lower Potomac. 


Fortress Monroe, which is one of th« 


guards to the entrance of the Chesa- 
peake, is an old post and the layman 
who looks at it and sees the old par- 
apets with their granite facings can- 
not conceive that it would withstand 
the shots from modern guns. 
The 


truth is that old Fortress Monroe is 
occupied only for show purposes and 
for the uses of peaceful garrison life. 
Connected with the old fort are the

Fortress Monroe 


commands not only the entrance to 
the Chesapeake but the entrance to 
the James river. 


In Hampton Roads, whose waters 


are at the mouth of the Tames and 
mingle with those of the ocean, there 
is a low-lying American fort with 
powerful guns 
It Is an aid to For- 


tress Monroe, and between the two any 
fleet no matter how powerful, would 
bave a hard time of it trying to 
break an entrance either into the 
James river or Chesapeake bay. 


Recently the government purchased 


land on Cape Henry and there another 
ton is to be built. Ships, trying to 
get into Chesapeake or to the James 
would find themselves under tire from 
the Cape Henry guns before they get 
within range of the Fortress Monroe 
or the Hampton Roads guns 
It is 


believed by military experts that no 
fleet in the world ever can force its 
way into Chesapeake oay or the James 
river thence to go with its lighter 
draft vessels by the water route 
either to Baltimore, Washington or 
Richmond.

locality has felt the pinch of want 
while another surfeited, but the 
world as a whole has e\er been 
a land of plenty 


We now have less than one- 


tenth of the tillable land of the 
earth's surface under cultivation, 
and 'we not only have this sur- 
plus aiea to draw on but it is safe 
to estimate that in case of dire ne 
cessity one-half the earth's popu- 
lation could knock their living' out 
of the trees of the forests, gather 
it from wild vines and draw it 
from streams.

Back to the Soil.

The city people have been urg- 


ing each other to move back to 
the farm, but very few of them 
have moved 
We welcome our 


city cousins back to the soil'and 
this earth's surface contains 16,- 
092,160,000 idle acres of tillable' 
land where they can make a hv*- 
ing by tickling the earth with a 
forked stick, but we do not^ieed 
them so far as increasing produc-

The city man 


has very erroneous ideas of agri- 
cultural conditions The common- 
ly accepted theory that we are 
short on production is all wrong.

This esti- 
mate does not include grazing 
lands, forests, etc., where large 
quantities of meat are produced.

FOES LIVE IN SAME TRENCH 


When 
Fighting 
Wanes 
South 
of 


Ypres Germans Move In With 


Allies. 


Boulogne.—A British soldier re- 


lates a remarkable story of how the 
English and Germans hobnobbed in 
the same trench a few miles south of 
Ypres. There were a handful of Ger- 
mans and a smaller handful of allied 
forces. 
Trenches were but a few 


yards apart, and in these for more 
than a week the men of both sides 
had been bored and inactive. They 
amused themselves as best they 
could, exchanging messages, swap- 
ping newspapers and tobacco, hurling 
back and forth greetings and epithets. 


More days passed and still neither 


side received orders either to attack 
or to withdraw. Some sort of co-op- 
eration seemed necessary. 
Accord- 


ingly the Germans hoisted a white 
flag and, advancing under this, en- 
tered the allied trench for a confer- 
ence. The result was that an agree- 
ment was reached that it would be 
more comfortable for all to live in one 
trench until one side or the other re- 
ceived orders. 


The Germans moved over bag and 


baggage, and for a number of days all 
went well. 
Many of the Germans 


spoke English or French. Under the 
strange 
circumstances 
friendships 


sprung up. Both factions dreaded the 
arrival of a messenger. One day a 
messenger came, and plans for the re- 
newal of hostilities were hastily made. 
But the messenger proved to be only 
a bearer of mail and newspapers for 
the Germans. All gathered around 
while a German began to translate 
the latest dispatch from Berlin. 


Unhappily for the harmony of the 


gathering, It referred to Ostend by Its 
German nickname, "Kales," spoke of 
bomb-droppings on various French 
towns and of contemplated air raids 
on Great 
Britain. 
The 
English 


frowned, growled; the French grew 
excited. Both sides bad by agreement 
kid aside their rifles; but both sides 
•tin had their fists. Both used them. 
A free-for-all fight followed, and the 
unique compact came to an end.

Joke Over Life In Trenches. 


t replied frankly that I had never 


seen dirtier men in all my life. Their 
clothes were torn and covered with 
layers of yellow clay and their shoes 
looked like lumps of mud which had 
hardened around their feet 
Yet the 


men were laughing and joking happily 
enough. We entered the village inn, 
a picturesque tavern blackened with 
Mnoko, with Btrtaga ot onions hanging 
from the rafters, while In the corner 
the aged grandfather was weaving on 
a hand loom. Over their coffee and 
brandy the soldiers renewed their 
jokes at the expense of the "boches" 
(Germans), their own dirtiness and va- 
rious features of life In the trenches. 


To the accompaniment of a distant 


cannonade they told the history of 
their company since the beginning of 
the war. They had participated in 
many battles and the company had 
been entirely reorganized three times. 
Of the original contingent of 250 men 
only one officer and ten men were 
left. 


Dug Hole* With Their Hands. 


When they first took position at the 


place they still hold, they had to fight 
in an open field, fbr neither aide had 
time to prepare trenches. The men 
sought to protect themselves the best 
they could. Those without pickaxes 
dug to the earth with their hands, try- 
Ing to make holes big enough to lie 
In. 


Gradually, however, trenches were 


completed and a subterranean village 
organized Before the trenches barbed 
wire was strung on which bells were 
hone; which would ring when the wire 
was disturbed. 
Their monotonous 


life was Interrupted only by shells that 
bunt too near and occasional surprise 
attacks. 


Ordinarily the men sleep In the day- 


time in restrooms, the straw in which 
Is changed every two weeks. Little 
by little the soul and body became 
hardened until now they can look on 
the rain of deadly shells with Indiffer- 
ence. 


Kill German* to Get Clothe*. 


Protection against the cold was not 


difficult. Woolen garments had been 
distributed liberally and In case these 
were lacking one could always flnd a 
chance to "snipe" some German, steal 
forth under cover of the darkness and 
remove his overcoat and shoes, as 
several men of this company had 
done. 


Rain is more serious here in Pl- 


cardy, where the clay holds water on 
the ratface. Despite gutters and roofs 
rain always gets Into the trenches 
somehow. 
"When it rains," said a soldier with 


heroic carelessness, "you get wet 
That Is all there is to it." 


I learned that several men, 111 from 


dampness, bad been sent to, the hospi- 
tal. 


Death Let** It* Terror*. 


The following »tory Illustrates how 


little preoccupied with daath these 
men are: 


One day the men In the rear guard 


trench decided to send a soldW to 
fetch water from a village two kilo- 
metera (l.» mile*) away. It was a 
tas, warm day and they wanted to 
wash thenwelve*. An hour later th*

ter, which all were eager to uee, tut 
they lacked towel*.

off his shoes; from the workmen and 
from the small shopkeepers, to the 
sergeant who was a genuine count of 
the old Breton nobility—all In their 
several ways expressed their joy at 
being able to sleep In a good barn on 
thick straw, wash themselves and 
stroll restfully about. 


Worried About Their Trenches. 
They did not seem to realize that 


they exemplified truly astonishing 
courage and hardihood. The only thing 
that really worried them was their 
trenches, which would be occupied 
these four days by young recruits, 
who might, because of their Inex- 
perience, let the rain get In. 


The lieutenant told me smilingly j 


that he had a luxurious room back 
there, the fitting of which cost him 25 
francs ($5), and he was afraid that 
during his absence the rain might 
pierce the celling and even reach his 
library. He reproached himself for 
having left behind some books which, 
on returning, he might find in bad 
condition. 


Meanwhile 
the 
entire 
company 


sought to make the best of these four 
precious days of repose, cleaning 
themselves and their clothes, greasing 
their rifles and eating and drinking. I 
am sure they returned to their ardu- 
ous vigils In the Icy trenches In better 
spirits than ever.

a tell bridge across the St. Johns river 
at Harden ferry (also known by sev- 
eral other names) was removed Sat- 
urday when the county commission- 
ers of Seminole county granted to 
Michael Sholtz of Daytona a franchise 
to build and operate a bridge across 
the river. The franchise is substan- 
tially the same as granted to Mr. 
Sholtz by the commissioners of Vo- 
lusia county at their last regular meet- 
Ing, except that the Seminole commis 
sioners stipulated definitely that the 
night rates of toll shall be effective 
from midnight until 5:00 in the morn- 
ing. 


The bridge is to be completed with- 


in 18 months after the war department 
grants permission to construct, and, 
according to the e~ttoate of the men 
behind the project, will cost approxi- 
mately $25,000. 
Except the 100 foot 


long steel draw, the structure will be 
of wood, and is to be 24 feet in width. 
The river at Harden ferry is slightly 
over 1500 feet wide. 


As a guarantee that he will comply 


with the terms ot the franchise, Mr. 
Sholtz will give a bond In the sum of 
$1,000 to the commissioners of Volu- 
sia and Seminole counties each. 


County Commissioner J. D Maley, 


of this city, thinks the bridge cer- 
tainly will be ready for use by the 
public within 12 months, and that it 
Is not improbable that it will be com- 
pleted by the end of next summer.

Works on Corregldor Almost as Im- 
pregnable as Gibraltar or Helgoland 


—Great Fortifications Which 


Guard National Capital. 


By EDWARD B. CLARK. 


(Staff Correspondent Western Newspaper 
Union.) 
Washington.—Since the war broke 


out in Europe much has been heard 
about Helgoland as an impregnable 
fortress. In some statements it has 
been said that next to Gibraltar, Hel- 
goland is the hardest fortress nut to 
crack in the whole world. 


Now comes the United States to 


maintain that it has a fortress that 
Is not only not second to Helgoland 
in strength, but perhaps not even to 
Gibraltar Itself. Army and navy men 
seem to think that the fortress of 
Corregidor which guards the entrance 
to Manila id the Philippines can hold 
off any of the world's forces and ab- 
solutely prevent any possibility of 
successful attack on Manila by way of 
its immediate front. 


Corregldor only recently has been 


put into trim 
Now it is understood 


that its big guns are all manned and 
that soon it will have a trained force 
of men equal to the occasion of 
working the weapons of offense for 
a period «s protracted as any war is 
likely to be. in some respects It is 
said Corregldor resembles Gibraltar. 


Much has been written recently 


about the fortifications on the sea 
coasts of the continental United 
States During the discussions in the 
committees of congress on the sub- 
ject of the military preparedness of 
the United States it has been said 
that our forts and our guns are all 
right, out that we have not men 
enough to man them. From the re- 
port of the chief of coast artillery, 
General Weaver, it is apparent that 
what has been said just about sums 
up the situation. 
Congress it is ex- 


pected will provide men enough to 
man our guns, for otherwise we wiJ 
be In a position of having spent a lot 
of money for tools which we cannot 
use. 


In the year 1814 the British at- 


tacked Washington In order to reach 
this city today a foreign foe, unless 
it can land an army, will be compelled 
to run by the fortifications at the 
mouth of Chesapeake bay and by, oth- 
er fortifications which protect the 
reaches of the lower Potomac. 


Fortress Monroe, which is one of the 


guards to the entrance of the Chesa- 
peake, is an old post and the layman 
who looks at it and sees the old par- 
apets with their granite facings can- 
not conceive that it would withstand 
the shots from modern guns. 
The 


truth Is that old Fortress Monroe is 
occupied only for show purposes and 
for the uses of peaceful garrison life- 
Connected with the old fort are the 
new fortifications with their big dis- 
appearing guns

commands not only the entrance to 
the Chesapeake but the entrance to 
the James river 


In Hampton Roads, whose waters 


are at the mouth of the Tames and 
mingle with those of the ocean, there 
is a low-lying American fort with 
powerful guns 
It is an aid to For- 


tress Monroe, and between the two any 
fleet no matter how powerful, would 
Dave a hard time of it trying to 
break an entrance either into the 
James river or Chesapeake bay.

Ships, trying to 
get into Chesapeake or to the James 
would find themselves under fire from 
the Cape Henry guns before they get 
within range of the Fortress Monroe 
or the Hampton Roads guns 
It is 


believed by military experts that no 
fleet in the world ever can force its 
way into Chesapeake oay or the James 
river thence to go with its lighter 
draft vessels by the water route 
either to Baltimore, Washington or 
Richmond.

Paris.—The hand grenade devised 


by the French to throw into the en- 
emy's trenches when they are within 
reach Is about as large as a baseball. 
A string, tied to the wrist of the throw- 
er, pulls out a plug from the ball af- 
ter It has left the hand. A spring is 
released, which sets the fuse tor the 
explosive charge going. 
This fuse 


may be regulated from one second to 
two or tare* seconds, or intermediate 
fractions, and thus adjusted to explode 
when it reaottos the hostile trench.

while another surfeited, but the 
world as a whole has e\er been 
a land of plenty 


We now have less than one- 


tenth of the tillable land of the 
earth's surface under cultivation, 
and 'we not only have this sur- 
plus aiea to draw on but it is safe 
to estimate that in case of dire ne 
cessity one-half the eartli'b popu- 
lation could knock their living' out 
of the trees of the forests, gather 
it from wild vines and draw it 
from streams. No one should be-

than a week the men of both sides 
had been bored and inactive 
They 


amused themselves as best they 
could, exchanging messages, swap- 
ping newspapers and tobacco, hurling 
back and forth greetings and epithets. 


More days passed and still neither 


side received orders either to attack 
or to withdraw. Some sort of co-op- 
eration seemed necessary 
Accord- 


ingly the Germans hoisted a white 
flag and, advancing under this, en- 
tered the allied trench for a confer- 
ence. The result was that an agree- 
ment was reached that it would be 
more comfortable for all to live In one

The only thing 
that really worried them was their 
trenches, which would be occupied 
these four days by young recruits, 
who might, because of their Inex- 
perience, let the rain get In. 


The lieutenant told me smilingly 


that he had a luxurious room back 
there, the fitting of which cost him 25 
francs ($5), and he was afraid that 
during his absence the rain might 
pierce the celling and even reach his 
library. He reproached himself for 
having left behind some books which, 
on returning, he might find in bad 
condition.
